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Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Therefore, it is suggested to delete "The invention relates to a" (line 1) and 
substitute - -A- - therefor. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to label the 
related boxes (fig. 1) in the drawing sheet as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, a flowchart supporting 
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the method claimed (claims 1 - 9) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, "in particular..." (line 2) is vague and indefinite; such phrase 
is not specific to the claimed invention because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
Moreover, "the current road course" (line 6) lacks antecedent basis; "the current vehicle 
data" (line 6) lacks antecedent basis (are Applicants referring to the claimed "vehicle 
velocity" as the "vehicle data?"); "when the event... occurs" (bridging lines 8-9) lacks 
antecedent basis. What "event" are Applicants referring to? Finally, "preferably" renders 
the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase 
are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 
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Claims 2 - 9 are necessarily rejected as being dependent upon the rejection of 
claim 1 above. 

Regarding claim 10, "in particular" (line 2) "in particular..." (line 2) is vague and 
indefinite; such phrase is not specific to the claimed invention because it is unclear 
whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). Also, "it" (line 8) is vague and indefinite. Because "it" is subject to 
be construed as ANY previously recited feature, it is not clear as to what specifically 
Applicants are referring to. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 - 9 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Claims 1 - 9 refer to a "method." However, the claims do NOT set forth any 
step(s) to carry out the process of dynamic adaptation of the support of the body of a 
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person seated on a vehicle seat. Therefore, absent such step(s), one skilled artisan 
would not know how to make and/or use the invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-13 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art fail to teach a vehicle seat part and a backrest, the seat having air 
cushion integrated in at least side bulges of the seat and/or backrest and a compressed 
air regulating device for adjusting the air pressure in the air cushion and a control 
computer generating a control signal setting a filling pressure along with a prediction 
filter which applies predicted lateral acceleration to the control computer taking into 
account the filling pressure dependent filling times of an adaptation system; the 
prediction device having a digital road map which contains route data relating to a traffic 
network and attribute data assigned to the route data, wherein the filter adapts the 
attributes to current driving velocity and uses such velocity to specify the time when the 
predicted lateral acceleration is applied to the control unit as set point pressure values.
